The  following  interesting  report  will 
be  read  with  considerable  satisfaction 
by  the  people  of  this  city: 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

I herewith  present  the  sixth  annual 
report  of  the  Carnegie  Library  of  Cle- 
burne for  the  year  ending  March  31, 
1911.  Our  circulation  has  grown  from 
a daily  average  of  28  volumes  to  60, 
and  over  one-third  of  the  population, 
are  now  users  of  the  library. 

Registration. 

There  has  been  568  new  names  ad- 
ded to  the  register  this  year;  322  chil- 
dren, 240  adults,  and  6 non-residents> 
181  names  withdrawn  during  the  year 
whielf'  leaves  at  present  3006  borrow- 
ers. 


Circulation. 

The  total  circulation  for  the  year 
was  18,533,  only  a slight  gain  over 
the  circul^ioh  for  last  year,  which 
was  18,513  volumes.  The  circulation 
last  year  showed  a gain  of  3800  over 
that  of  the  previous  year.  A larger 
number  of  books  have  been  issued  this 
year  to  teachers  for  school  use,  the 
circulation  of  which  to  students  is  not 
ed.

Children’s  Department. 

There  have  been  307  volumes  added 
in  the  children ’s  department  during 
the  year;  18  volumes  lost  and  worn 
out  leaves  a total  of  1434  volumes  at 
present;  5 new  picture  books  have  been 
added  and  3 periodicals  are  received  in 
the  reading  room.  The  new  shelving 
for  picture  books  and  magazines  and 
the  bulletin  boards  add  much  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  little  people  as  well 
as  serving  a useful  purpose. 

Circulation  of  children’s  books  was 
8490  volumes,  about  45  per  cent  of  the 
total  circulation.  The  classes  of  books 
most  used  other  than  fiction  were  his- 
tory, natural  science  and  sociology. 

Story  hour  and  reading  circle  have 
been  continued  through  the  winter,  the 
only  change  being  the  organizing  of 
separate  circle  for  boys  and  girls. 
Books  added  this  year  of  special  in- 
terest to  story  tellers  are  McMurry’s 
Special  Method  in  Primary  Reading, 
Bailey  & L’ewis’  For  the  Story  Hour, 
Lyman’s  Story  Telling,  Dye’s  Story 
Teller’s  Art,  Arnold’s  A Mother  List 
of  Books,  and  Poukson’s  In  the  Child’s 
World.  Committee^from  the  Story  Tel- 
ler ’s  League,  which  was  organized  last 
year,  arranged  programs  for  story  hour 
and  reading  circle  and  assigned  mem- 
bers of  the  league  for  story  telling 
reading. 


Accessions. 

There  have  been  added  during  the 
year  1352  volumes;  1019  purchased  at 
a cost  of  $944.33,  250  received  from 
the  superintendent  of  documents,  112 
by  binding  and  71  by  gift.  8 volumes 
lost  and  paid  for,  27  lost  in  issue  and 
14  worn  out,  leaves  in  the  library  at 
present  5613  volumes. 

Binding  and  Repair. 

There  have  been  152  volumes  re- 
bound during  the  year  and  112  vol- 
umes of  magazines  and  newspapers 
bound.  An  account  of  books  mended 
in  the  library  this  year  has  not  been 
kept. 

Reference  Department. 

There  have  been  26  volumes  besides 
112  volumes  of  magazines  and  news- 
papers added  in  the  reference  depart- 
ment. magazines  with  two  vol- 

umes of  the  Reader’s  guide,  1900-1909, 
have  had  much  use  during  the  year. 
Other  important  additions  are  A His- 
tory of  Johnson  County,  The  Handbook 
of  American  Indians,  A.  L.  A.  Por- 
trait Index,  Palgrave’s  Dictionary  of 
Politifal  Economy,  March’s  Thesaurus 
Dictionary,  The  iSTew  International  Year

The  music  department  of  the  Mom- 
an ’s  club  added  to  their  collection  10 
volumes  of  The  American  History  and 
Encyclopedia  of  Music,  which  is  an 
appreciated  help  in  the  reference 
work.
